Vice President Dawes has 
made it clear he is not an active can- 
didate. Speaker Longworth has not 
said anythin0 about his wishes, hopes 
or ambitions. And Calvin Coolidge has 
said he does not choose to run. 
' So much for the external nianifesta 
tions. Yet everyone of the^ foregoing 
public men has friends who are active- 
ly trying to persuade other friends 
that the time is ripe for organization 
•work which at the proper time shall 
be transformed into delegates and con 
vention votes. 


To begin with, there is Mr. Hughes, 


for he has the confidence and respect 
of virtually all the Coolidge men and 
is eminently satisfactory t the busi- 
ness interests of the Atlantic states. 
Tet he firmly and unequivocally re- 
fused to be a candidate, stating not 
only that he was too old—he is>-65— 
but that he was for Mr. Coolidge, 
first .last and all the time. Still, the 
admirers 'of Mr. Hughes point out 
that he said all this when it appeared 
that Mr.'Coolidge wanted-the nomina- 
tion and when nobody who has been 
associated with Mr. Coolidge. was be- 
ing mentioned for 
the presidential 


• nomination. 


MAY RECONSIDER 


Mr. Hughes has the right to recon- 


$lder in view of the announcement by 
President Coolidge. 
Many 
of his 


friends are urging him by letter and 
otherwise to reconsider and at least 
withdraw that part of his statement 
which said he would not accept if 
nominated.

sures and wind phenomena arc now 
being studied by the bureau of stand- 
ards by methods that involve the act- 
ual production of miniature hurri- 
canes and for purposes «hat touch '-p- 
on problems in a half dozen fields of 
human enterprise. Air pressure that 
can be produced by gales is 
being 


worked out to a definite saagc for the 
bridge and building constructor, while 
for the automobile industry the tests 
win determine how much power is re- 
quired to move a machine against a 
breeze, and for the aviator the experi- 
ments arc aimed at determining the 
proper shapes and curvature of the 
winds to reduce air resistance, the 
stresses that materials must endure 
and the effects that propellers may at- 
tain. 


Originally the bureau's work started 


in wind tunnels, which arc tubes of 
various lengths and sizes, 
through 


which air is blown in measured speed 
and quantity while the devices and ob- 
jects under test ^rc held in the cur- 


I rent. Attached gauges chow the pres- 


sure encountered. Xow the work has 
movod outside and on« of the experi- 
ments consisted of a smokestack, 30 
feet high and 10 feet in diameter, erec- 
ted on a laboratory roof. By a special- 
ly improvised set of methods the re- 
search men expect to measure actually 
the force of wind which the sta«3c has 
to withstand. 


Complete models of buildings also 


have been erected for placing in the 
largest wind tunnel in the laboratory. 
The preliminary work on such build- 
ins models wh:ch nre exactly to scale, 
indicates that in a gralc of such velocity 
to destroy the structure, the building 
would explode outwards rather than 
collapse from exterior pressure, for 
reasons that arc still obscure.

of the vehicle."

those of us who love the incompara 
bio sport of trout fishing, and then 
comes the long, bleak winter in which 
we live over In our minds tho bright 
spots of a departed season. This has 
been considered a poor season by the 
majority of fishermen. The game Is 
getting more difficult each year. 
It 


requires a more intimate knowledge, 
not only of where to go. but of how 
to get the fish. No longer, as in days 
Ions agone, can we drive up to a 
stream, throw the rod together, take 
what fish we want and depart. 


To be successful, one must know 


the habits of the different species. 
This acquired, there follows Imme 
diately a knowledge of where to seek 
the fish at all times during the sea- 
son. We all know, or should know, 
that fontlnalls, speckled trout, spawn 
In November. • For that reason, at 
this time of the season they are In 
the headwaters of their haunts/at the 
spring-fed sources where the water 
is Icy cold, which Is necessary for the 
fecundity of the eggs. 


It Is different with Vainbow. They 


do not spawn until March. Therefore, 
during August they are lagging along 
practically the entire length of their 
habitat. That is not all, however. At 
this time of the year they are raven- 
ous feeders and, for that'reason, the 
finest sport may be had landing these 
fighters with 
artificial flies if you 


know how to go about it. 


It Is well to remember that rain- 


bow will be found mostly at the head 
of fast water, or at the lower end as 
evening approaches. Nor is it neces- 
sary to be on the stream before sun- 
up. From about 8 o'clock up to noon 
is perhaps the best time of the day 
to seek them, aside from sun-down. 
But fish the rapids and the riffles, if 
they are not too much exposed, dur- 
ing the forenoon.

AN AIR PROGRAM 


Expansion of the air corps reserve and 


the flying units of the national guard is 
contemplated under the five year army air 
corps development program, according to 
Truby Davison, acting secretary of war, 
who recently disclosed that 1,700 reserv- 
ists, guard officers and reserve officers' 
training corps aviation students were giv- 
en flying training at the summer schools 
which close next month. 


The summer training in aviation which 


will terminate at that time, has afforded 
courses to war time pilots who are no 
longer in the regular army and has given 
new aviation students an opportunity to 
improve their flying knowledge and skill. 
Besides this the courses have been open 
to civil and commercial flyers who were 
quick to take advantage of the opportu- 
nity of improving their technique and of 
learning something of military aviation. 


At the present time there are about 


7.000 reserve officers but only 654 of these 
are rated as Class A pilots and this per- 
centage is much too small. There is but 
one way that it can be appreciably aug- 
mented, however, and that is by increas- 
ing the opportunity to reserve officers for 
flying practice. 
This, in turn, depends 


upon the money available for that pur- 
pose. 


The filibuster at the last session of con- 


gress prevented the obtaining of an ap- 
propriation for an additional 6.000 hours 
of reserve flying which the corps-fought 
over last year when 17.000 hours were ob- 
tained. Such an increase would have 
taken care of the needs nicely. As'it is 
this summer was a difficult one in trying 
to take care of those who were assigned to 
duty in the aviation division. 


This is a matter that congress should 


give thought during the coming session. 
Air development is vitally necessary, 
both for military and commercial pur- 
poses. The reserve corps training fosters 
both branches of aviation and should be 
financially encofcraged. 


TELEPHOTOGRAPHY 


The newly perfected system of .telepho- 


tography, the 'process t by -which ''photo- 
graphs and other illustrations are.,'sent 
over long distance telephone lines be- 
tween New York and San Francisco and 
other parts of the United States, is being 
more widely used than was at first an- 
ticipated—but by a different class of 
patron, the business man.-When telepho- 
tography was made practical and was in- 
stalled it was thought that was an • inter- 
esting scientific development, but of little 
practical value except for newspapers 
which would make use of it for high speed 
transmission .of outstanding news events. 


Like many other anticipations, how- 


ever, the realization was far from' ac- 
curate, for the newspapers, while quite 
heavy users of the system, are riot nearly 
as consistently using the new system as 
are the business men... 


One very interesting use of the system 


by financial houses has been as a substt- 
tt;*.e lor long telegrams for long letters, 
typewritten, may be photographed and 
sent as a whole-at-much lower rates than 
the same message coilld be transmitted.' 
by telegraph and without the possibility 
of error due to garbied transmission. 


Affidavits, wills, powers of attorney, as- 


signments of stock and even 
contracts 


are being sent every day over the tele- 
photographic apparatus between. points 
far distant from each other, the total 
time consumed being 
hours- where 


it formerly v.-as days. 
In one case. 


for instance, an affidavit necessary in

day it was made in Chicago. 
It was 


traiiMiiittcd to Xcw York and a large sav- 
ing effected.

QUICK WATSON. THE SUGAR 


A youiiKit.il doctor, ju.st beginning to enjoy the 


fruits of success in juiictlce. developed a claim, as 
the sklndenntivcs MIX. of jrastrlc, pcotlc 01 du- 
odenal ulcor. Bcinc a scientific man ho underwent 
an c.\ploratory operation—a look sec. He's pone 
now. 
poor fellow, yet I think I'd follow his exam- 


ple If I had such n. claim—I think I would, judging: 
by the very pleasant experience I had when I was 
operated on. The exploring surgeon foun'd no ulcer 
nor any other1 definite abnormality, but while he 
was fooling around in there he executed a gastro- 
entercstomy and removed the appendix. Tho latter 
meassure was all right, at least I'd want my ap- 
pendix so dispos-cd of if a surgeon happened to be 
scrutinizing my interior. But the gastro-cnteros- 
tomy. that's tonietliing else again'uml such a.nidi 
cal alteration is not to be lightly commended, at 
least not from the viewpoint of physiology. I am 
not a surgeon and I cannot fathom the strange 
depths of surgical reasonsing. A gastro-enterostom> 
is a short circuiting of the alimentary canal—cut- 
ting a new opening from the stomach into the in- 
testine at a point some distance below the natural 
course of the chyme. Gastro-cnterostomy threat- 
ened to become a pandemic at oric time; it still 
seems to be an obsession with some operators—op 
crators are not necessarily surgeons. 


Well, the poor doctor made a fair recovery from 


this debatable excavation and experienced enough 
relief of pain to permit him to resume his active 
practice. That doesn't mean much, for It Is well 
known that the pain of gastric or duodenal ulcer is 
periodic and so is the pain of various other internal 
troubles. But the vague periodic pains in the upper 
abdomen keot recurring. Tl«Kdoctor's doctors- •were 
nonplused. So they tried the "Wassermann test, and 
that proved nonplus too. But when we doctors are 
baffled we are not easily bluffed. Next the doctor's 
doctors tried a provocative Wassermann test—that 
is, they injected a dose of arsphenamine to sort of 
stir up any spirochetes (germs of syphilis) that

The doctor himself discovered that 
ic could ward off a spell or quickly recover if lie 
:ook any sweetened drink or almost any snack of 
ibod. that Is. if he could get the drink or food be- 
'ore his mind became confused or stupor came on. 
\nd just about this time a brief fast preliminary 
o a clinical test sent the doctor into coma for-two 
lours, from which he was resuscitated -by an in- 
fection of sugar (dextrose) into a'vein. 


To bring the story to an abrupt conclusion. 


:hese sudden weak spells were due to a shortage of 
olood sugar, tvhich in turn was the result of some 
mpairment in the doctor's insulin secreting gland 
groups or islands of specialized cells in the pan- 
creas). In this particular case it was ultimately 
"ound that the pancreas was cancerous. Just as 
marked spells of sudden, prostration may occur 
'rom mere functional, deficiency of these insulin i 
secreting cells, and _thc sugar, candy, orange juice! 
or any'carbohydfate"ft)0d is: quick relief.

men who served In the armed forces 
of the United States In 191? and 1918

tween Aug. 31 and Sept. 10 to the 
ninth annual convention of the legion, 
which meets In Paris Sept. 19 to 24. 


It will be the first tinfc In history 


that -such a host has been drawn 
across the sea on a mission of peace, 
and the event promises to be an epi- 
sode in friendly Franco-American re- 
lations second only to the World War 
itself.
